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High hopes for Unlverslade 

Delegates impressed with city's Games bid as voting day approaches

With little time to decide 
the winner of the 2015 
Summer Universiade, five 
delegates were in town to 
get one last look at 
Edmonton with the vote 
only weeks away. 

The visiting delegates 
from the International Uni¬ 
versity Sports Federation 
are some of the 27 mem¬ 
bers that will decide the 
winner on May 23 in Brus¬ 
sels, Belgium. 

Stephen Bergh, chair of 
the federation and one of 


the visiting delegates, said 
they were impressed with 
the aid from all levels of 
government being offered 
in the bid and the amount 
of volunteers that will be 
able to assist if the city is 
awarded the event. 

“The support we've seen 
from all levels in Canadian 
society is impressive,” said 
Bergh. “Volunteers are a big 
factor, and it’s part of the 
culture here in Edmonton.” 

Edmonton is one of the fi¬ 
nal three candidates for the 
2015 Universiades, along¬ 
side Gwangju, South Korea 
and Taipei City, Taiwan. 
Gwangju was the runner- 


up in bidding for the 2013 
Universiade. 

Eric Newell, president of 
the Edmonton bid commit¬ 
tee, said that while the 
cities they are facing both 
had strong bids, he had a 
cautious optimism looking 
forward to the decision. 

“Our chances are reason¬ 
able but I’m not so naive to 
not realize the other two 
cities have excellent bids,” 
said Newell. “(But) I couldn’t 
be prouder of my bid com¬ 
mittee and city because we 
couldn't have put forth a 
better or stronger case.” 

Newell stressed that they 
wanted to really bring out 


the international flavour of 
the city to make the experi¬ 
ence for the visitors and lo¬ 
cals a multi-layered one. 

“This is as much a cultur¬ 
al experience as it is an ath¬ 
letic experience,” said 
Newell. 

If the games are awarded 
to Edmonton, the city’s Eco¬ 
nomic Development Corpo¬ 
ration projects that it would 
attract more than $400 mil¬ 
lion and create more than 
6,000 jobs in the area. 

Over 10,000 athletes, 
1,250 officials and 500 dig¬ 
nitaries would be expected 
to make it to the Universi¬ 
ade.

flu Experts with the World 
Heath Organization say 
they are not surprised that 
the influenza A virus has 
infected hundreds of pigs 
in a central Alberta farm. 

The provincial govern¬ 
ment said on Saturday that 
the pigs were exposed to 
the virus from a farm hand 
who returned from Mexico 
with flu-lilce symptoms. 

“I must say we expected 
that at some point since 
this virus has swine virus 
elements that we would 
find possibly in swine pigs, 
in a region where the virus 
is circulating,” said Dr. Pe¬ 
ter Ben Embark, a WHO 
food safety scientist, dur¬ 
ing a news briefing in 
Geneva. 

Embark says flu surveil¬ 
lance should be increased 
in both humans and ani-

mals now since the virus 
spread into a herd of pigs 
in Alberta that has now un¬ 
der quarantine. And there 
is no need to cull any pigs, 
advised Embark. 

“It is not a food-borne 
disease,” he said. “We have 
to take measures to avoid 
unnecessary exposure of 
humans to sick animals.” 

Seven more human cases 
have been found in Alberta, 
health officials revealed.

Edmontonians love their 
toys — even if they might 
be over the age of 35 , say 
organizers at yesterday’s 
Pop Culture Fair at the 
Mayfield Trade Centre. 

As thousands poured in¬ 
to the bi-annual fair, organ¬ 
izer Jennifer Russell said 
nostalgia is turning into a 
hit with Edmontonians, es¬ 
pecially those in younger 
generations. 

“It seems to be the stuff 
that we enjoyed years ago 
— stuff like My Little 
Ponies, the Care Bears — 
it’s what kids in the new 
generation are getting in¬ 
to,” said Russell. 

“They are looking at clas¬ 
sic stuff, and stuff that’s 
different. It’s not your 
mainstream, manufac¬ 
tured, $ 10-million upfront 
toys.” 

Russell said the event 
seems to be getting bigger 
each year because Edmon¬ 
tonians love their toys and 
it’s a chance for them to re¬ 
member what they had be¬ 
fore being forced to throw 
them out when they were 
a kid. 

“People are nostalgic,” 
said John Lalcomy, a hobby¬ 
ist who has kept some of 
his toys since the 1960s. 


“When we had the toys 
as kids, we really didn’t re¬ 
alize what they would be¬ 
come. They would either 
get destroyed or thrown 
out. 

“Now we have a chance 
to get them back again so 
we can hold on to them.” 


And when they get that 
chance, they will pay top 
dollar, said organizers. 
Some of the items at the 
fair, like Major Matt Mason 
space toys — a hit from the 
1960s — can be valued 
anywhere from $600 and 
up, said Lalcomy. 


Remember Mattel’s Mas¬ 
ters of the Universe, a pop¬ 
ular action figure in the 
1980s? Some are buying 
those toys for as much as 
$800 for each figure, ac¬ 
cording to CollectablesTo- 
day.com. 

“It’s really cool to go 


back to your old child¬ 
hood, especially when 
we’re older now and we 
have a bit more money to 
spend,” said Elaina Babij, 
an exhibitor at the show. 

“We can buy all those 
things that we couldn’t 
buy before.”

Traveller brought 
flu, officials say 

health A traveller carried 
the new H1N1 virus from 
Mexico to Canada, infect¬ 
ing his family and a herd 
of swine, Canadian health 
officials said Saturday. 

The Canadian Food 
Inspection Agency 
stressed the incident 
posed no threat to the 
food supply. 

It said the herd in Alber¬ 
ta apparently caught the 
virus from a carpenter 
who traveled to Mexico, 
the epicentre of a swine 
flu outbreak that has 
spread to 18 countries and 
may have killed more than 
100 people. “A Canadian 
carpenter who had been in 
Mexico, upon return, was 
exhibiting flu-like 
symptoms, did work on 
the Alberta farm, and sub¬ 
sequently the family and 
swine on the farm became 
ill,” the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture said, reuters 


Newly minted Liberal 
Leader Michael Ignatieff 
said Saturday that Canadi¬ 
ans wanted change but he 
did not signal when he 
might try to force the mi¬ 
nority Conservative 
government into an elec¬ 
tion. 

Ignatieff, who had led 
Canada's main opposition 
party on an interim basis 
since late last year, was 
elected as permanent 
leader at a convention in 
Vancouver that organizers 
said showed it had re¬ 
bounded from last year’s 
stinging election defeat. 

The former Harvard aca¬ 
demic who returned to 
Canada in 2005 after near¬ 
ly three decades abroad ac¬ 
cused Harper of practicing 
the politics of division in a 


bid to remain in power. 

“You can feel a longing 
for change sweeping 
across the land,” Ignatieff 
said in his acceptance 


speech, which was preced¬ 
ed by a video that showed 
several images of him talk¬ 
ing with U.S. President 
Barack Obama. reuters 


politics Liberal Leader 
Michael Ignatieff said yes¬ 
terday his party was ready 
to force changes in unem¬ 
ployment aid to deal with 
the growing recession. 

Ignatieff said with un¬ 
employment rising across 
the country, Canada need¬ 
ed to enact a national stan¬ 
dard for when the newly 
jobless workers qualify to 
receive Employment Insur¬ 
ance. 

The Liberals will propose 
temporaiy changes to the 
current system, which 
varies qualification stan¬ 
dards based on which 
province or community a 
workers lives in, Ignatieff 
said. 

Ignatieff denied he 
planned to use the issue to 
“jam” the minority Conser¬ 
vatives.

Flu’s worst is 
over: Mexico 


Mexico’s flu epidemic has 
passed its peak, the Mexi¬ 
can government said yes¬ 
terday, and experts said 
the new H1N1 virus still 
could impact world health 
but may be no more 
severe than normal flu. 

Mexican Health Minister 
Jose Angel Cordova 
warned, however, it was 
too early for Mexico — the 
centre of an outbreak that 
has spread to 19 countries 
— to let down its guard. 

Cordova said the out¬ 
break of H1N1 flu ap¬ 
peared to have peaked in 
Mexico between April 23 
and 28 and fewer people 
had admitted themselves 
to hospitals with serious 
symptoms in recent days. 

After days of alarm and a

Iran slams U.S. amid talks 
for anti-nuclear treaty 


united nations Iran has at¬ 
tacked the United States 
ahead of a major meeting 
on the troubled global an¬ 
ti-nuclear arms treaty, 
slamming U.S. co-opera¬ 
tion with Israel and India. 

Documents show Tehran 
is redoubling efforts to 
draw attention away from 
its own nuclear program, 
which the U.S. and its al¬ 
lies say is a covert quest for 
weapons, by turning the 
spotlight back on the U.S., 
western diplomats say. 

The papers assert that 


Washington breached the 
1970 Non-Proliferation 
Treaty by developing new 
atomic weapons and pro¬ 
viding nuclear aid to Israel 
and India. 

The signatories of the 
1970 NPT, which is aimed 
at halting the spread of nu¬ 
clear arms and demanding 
nations move to get rid of 
them, gather today to pre¬ 
pare for a summit in 2010 
that many countries hope 
will result in an overhaul 
of the landmark treaty.

According to Male, ETS 
has been very supportive of 
TransitCamp and plans to 
participate, though it is im¬ 
portant to note that it is by 
no means an ETS event. 

Councillor Don Iveson, 
whose office is sponsoring 


the event, says he will be 
enthusiastically attending 
the event. 

There are a few things 
Iveson hopes will come out 
of this, with the most im¬ 
portant being that the 
event provides a productive 
dialogue between ETS and 
their users and provide op¬ 
portunity for users of the 
transit system to give sug¬ 
gestions for ETS to consider 
and possibly implement.

Science still relevant 


Faith in technology to save environment is mislaid

A recent article in 
the U.K.’s Sunday 
Times expressed 
the views of Vin- 
od Khosla, a ma¬ 
jor investor in green tech¬ 
nology and an adviser to 
U.S. President Barack Oba¬ 
ma and former British 
prime minister Tony Blair, 
who said, “We don’t need 
to use less energy. We need 
to find new solutions.” 

This optimism is shared 
by many Canadians and 
Americans, a steadfast be¬ 
lief in the technology 
bailout. It is a convenient 
belief. No need to commit 
to a new lifestyle, just wait 
for technology to fix it. But 
make no mistake, it is a 
dangerous belief. 

The irony is 


in societies most commit¬ 
ted to this belief, there is 
waning commitment to 
science. Consider the gut¬ 
ting of basic research by 
the Bush administration 
and the frequent expres¬ 
sions of mistrust of science 
when Bush explained his 
stance on climate change. 
Even with a new adminis¬ 
tration, the systematic un¬ 
ravelling of the science in¬ 
frastructure in the U.S. 
over eight years will knee¬ 
cap the innovative advan¬ 
tage that U.S. scientists 
have enjoyed for decades. 

Actually, why look so far 
afield as the U.S.? Consider 
the Harper government’s 
stance on funding for ap¬ 
plied versus fundamental 
sci¬ 


ence, a dismal understand¬ 
ing of science and the es¬ 
sential role of basic re¬ 
search in generating inno¬ 
vative ideas.

In the Ottoman 
Empire, scientists made 
tremendous contributions 
from the late 13th through 
the 17th century, particu¬ 
larly in physics, math, and 
astronomy. 

But science and innova¬ 
tion later fizzled, and so 
went the empire. 

We seem to be on the

course of the Ottomans. 
We are simply losing inter¬ 
est. Apart from Bob Mc¬ 
Donald of Quirks and 
Quarks, Bill 
Nye the Sci¬ 
ence Guy, 
and Val 
Kilmer in 
Weird Sci¬ 
ence, we’re 
not much in¬ 
terested in 
scientists. 
Frankly, we 
find them a 
little creepy. And scientists 
are not always good at ex¬ 
plaining the relevance of 
their research, particularly 
when pressed on the “ap¬ 
plication.” 

What are our points? 
First, faith in technology to 
save our environment is 
mislaid. We’re looking for 
the llth-hour technologi¬ 
cal fix when we should fo¬ 
cus on changing behav¬ 
iour. Second, to the extent 
that technology could 
help, our withdrawal of in¬ 
terest and support from 
science makes this less 
likely. Like societies be¬ 
fore, we are forfeiting lead¬ 
ership in innovation, an 
impediment to any cre¬ 
ative solutions. Third, 
there should have been a 
Weird Science sequel. Fi¬ 
nally, we need to better en¬ 
gage, scientists and society 
at large. It must be recog¬ 
nized that science is still 
relevant. Scientists have to 
be better at conveying that 
message.

Former Bills QB Kemp dies 


nfl Former Congressman 
Jack Kemp, remembered 
primarily during his foot¬ 
ball days as a quarterback

got called to a plane crash 
in northern Quebec. 

The two flew up to the 
snow-covered area, para¬ 
chuted in, and saved three 
people. 

“What a great career 
move I’ve made,” Calis 
thought to himself that day. 
“I can really make a differ¬ 



ence.” Calis, 39, grew up in 
London, Ont., and joined 
the army reserves at 16. 
Two years later, the army of¬ 
fered him a full-time job, so 
he dropped out of high 
school. 

As a soldier, Calis did 
tours in Rwanda and 
Bosnia. He later finished up 
his high school diploma in 
night school, and picked up 
training and experience in 
everything from scuba div¬ 
ing to mountain climbing 
to parachuting. (He served 
as a paratrooper in the 
Canadian Airborne Regi¬ 
ment until it was disbanded 
in 1995.) 

But he was away a lot, 
and that was tough on his 
wife and two young chil¬ 
dren.

But two years later, he 
made the cut and went 
through an intense year of 
paramedic and rescue train¬ 
ing. He was first stationed 
in Trenton, Ont., then Co- 
mox, B.C., and is now back 
in Trenton. His wife, a den¬ 
tal hygienist, and two kids 
are used to the moves. 

Calls come into the 
search and rescue location 
— there are five across 
Canada and about 130 SAR 
Techs — at an unpre¬ 
dictable rate. They can get 
four calls a day, or less than 
four a week. 

In the meantime, they 
hone their skills. “You’re 
never done training,” says 


Calis. Except for weekly 
paramedic training, 
they’re outside the rest of 
the time, practising para¬ 
chuting, scuba diving and 


rock climbing.

edly finding herself 
stumped by cases like 
Rainbow’s, where the on¬ 
ly option left would have 
been expensive surgery. 

“It’s another tool that 
we can use and we can 
combine (with traditional 
methods) to get another 
outcome,” she said. 

The licensed veterinari¬ 
an and instructor wants 
her students to be aware 
of the variety of treat¬ 
ment methods out there 
as techniques like 
acupuncture gain in popu¬ 
larity across the country. 

“There aren’t very many 
of us who have done the 
certification so it can be 
difficult to find someone 
certified and then there 
are people who haven’t 
necessarily done the certi¬ 
fication who offer 
acupuncture,” she said. 

Similar to human medi¬ 
cine, you have to be care¬ 
ful about who you’re en¬ 
trusting to provide that 
service for you and you 
should check into their 
credentials, she said. 

The alternative medi¬ 
cine course Bedford teach¬ 
es at Douglas College in¬ 


cludes information about 
herbal medicine, both 
eastern and western, ho¬ 
meopathy and nutraceuti- 
cals in addition to veteri¬ 
nary acupuncture.

Having fairly extensive 
training in opera and clas¬ 
sical music, ll Divo 
members David Miller and 
Carlos Marin felt 
something oddly absent 
from the operatic pop 
group’s fifth album, The 
Promise. 

“We got to the end of the 
recording process and real¬ 
ized that, save for our rendi¬ 
tion of Adagio, there were 
no big operatic endings,” 
American tenor David 
Miller tells Metro. “So we all 
thought, ‘OK, for perform¬ 
ance purposes, we have to 
find a way to give people 


some things that they do ex¬ 
pect but also some things 
that they don’t expect.’” 

As with its previous four 
efforts, the quartet—Miller, 
Spanish baritone Marin, 
Swiss tenor Urs Biihler and 
French baritone/pop singer 
Sebastien Izambard — 
draws from a wide-ranging 
repertoire of classical mate¬ 
rial and contemporary pop, 
largely chosen by the multi¬ 
platinum-selling group’s 
creator, American Idol 
judge/producer Simon Cow¬ 
ell. Even though the four 
will often bring in an exten¬ 
sive list of song choices, 
Miller concedes that Cowell 
has the final say. 

In the case of The Prom¬ 
ise, released this past No-

vember, some of those 
choices vary from the afore¬ 
mentioned Amazing Grace 
and Adagio, sung in English 
and Italian respectively, 
plus Spanish interpreta¬ 
tions of ABBA’s The Winner 
Takes It All, Leonard Co¬ 
hen’s Hallelujah and, sur¬ 
prisingly, Frankie Goes To 
Hollywood’s mid-’80s ballad 
The Power Of Love. 

“I have no idea how (Si¬ 
mon) came through with 
that last one,” Miller says. 
“Apparently, the Frankie 


Goes To Hollywood guys 
didn’t want anyone to 
touch their material — 
they’re extremely protec¬ 
tive in that regard. So we’re 
very honoured to get to sing 
it — considering it turned 
out to be the best song on 
this album.” 

Since its formation in late 
2003, II Divo has sold some 
22 million albums world¬ 
wide, while the members’ 
clean-cut and impeccably 
handsome-dressed image 
often make them a top con¬ 
cert attraction for swooning 


females. In 2006, along with 
touring as openers for Bar¬ 
bra Streisand, II Divo was 
named the Most Multina¬ 
tional U.K. No.l Album 
Group in that year’s edition 
of the Guinness Book of 
World Records. 

Still, Miller and Marin are 
well aware that die-hard 
classical and opera enthusi¬ 
asts might frown upon II Di¬ 
vo and its so-dubbed 
“popera” as being a mere 
visible and aural distrac¬ 
tion. Yet, Miller and Marin 
say they make no apologies 


for what they do. 

“From the very begin¬ 
ning, we’ve heard things 
like, ‘Oh, those guys in the 
Armani suits, they’re not re¬ 
al singers! They must be 
male models,”’ Marin says. 
“But we just like to show 
people that we can actually 
sing, no matter what kind 
of music we do. In a way, 
even though we’ve sold 22 
million albums and have 
millions of fans around the 
world, we still feel like 
we’re an underground sen¬ 
sation.”

Thai Beef with 
Papaya and Rice 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 thick-cut lean sirloin 
steaks 

11/4 cups (300 ml) jasmine 
rice 

5 cups (1.251) chicken stock 
4 kaffir lime leaves, 
crushed 

2 tsp (10 ml) canola oil 
2 firm, ripe papayas, 
peeled, seeded and sliced 
1/2 small cucumber, halved 
lengthwise, seeded and 
sliced crosswise 
20 mint leaves, shredded 
1/4 cup (50 ml) chopped 
cilantro 

1 red onion, thinly sliced 
1 romaine lettuce, leaves 
separated 

THAI LIME DRESSING: 

11/2 tbsp (20 ml) canola oil 
11/2 tbsp (20 ml) fish sauce 
11/2 tbsp (20 ml) soy sauce 
1 tbsp (15 ml) honey 
grated zest, juice of 1 lime 

1 chili pepper, seeded and 
finely chopped 

2 garlic cloves, crushed 

TO SERVE: 

roughly chopped unsalted 
roasted peanuts 

METHOD: 

1. For dressing, mix ingre¬ 
dients together in small 
bowl. Spoon 1/4 cup (50 ml) 
dressing over the steaks 
and marinate for 20 


minutes. Reserve 
remaining dressing. 

2. Put rice in pot with stock 
and lime leaves. Bring to 
boil, then cover and sim¬ 
mer 10 minutes, or accord¬ 
ing to package instructions. 

3. Pat steaks dry with paper 
towels. Heat cast-iron 
frying pan over high heat. 
Brush with oil, then add 
steaks and cook for 2 1/2 
minutes per side for rare, 
longer for medium or well- 
done. Remove steaks from 
pan and let rest. 

4. Place papayas, cucumber, 
mint, coriander and red 
onion in bowl. Add all but 1 
1/2 tbsp (20 ml) remaining 
dressing; toss gently to mix. 

5. Drain rice well and 
divide among four plates. 
Arrange lettuce leaves on 
plates and top with papaya 
salad. Slice beef into strips, 
arrange on top of salad and 
spoon remaining dressing 
over top. Sprinkle with 
peanuts, then serve at 
room temperature.
